This 
action estranged many old friends and 
the suicide of mother and daughter is 
ascribed to the brooding over coldness 
and snubs from former friends. Mrs. 
Cooper was supersensitive, and of late 
has been much worried over the illness 
of her daughter, who has been suffer­ 
ing from nervous prostration caused by 
the outcome of the church troubles.
